Type of Permit Application: Variance to encroach within the 25-foot State waters buffer.
Applicable Law: Georgia Erosion and Sedimentation Act O.C.G.A. 12-7-1 et seq.

Basis under which variance shall be considered {391-3-7-.05 (2)(a-k)}: (a)
Description and Location of Proposed Activity:

This project will consist of constructing a new concrete boat ramp with riprap adjacent to the boat ramp, ADA
accessible parking areas and pervious, gravel access roads along the Etowah River near Ball Ground Road in
Cherokee County. Mitigation for the permanent buffer impacts will consist of approximately 447 square feet of
joint plantings (black willow, Salix nigra) along the Etowah River adjacent to the proposed boat ramp. The
proposed project will result in approximately 119 linear feet total (2,983 square feet total) of buffer disturbances
along the Etowah River in the Etowah Watershed.
